General ll wecrans, after consultation 
with a well-known general, now in Wash­ 
ington, consented, and sent an answer to 
General Garfield, which, it is said, was 
suppressed by Stanton iu the war depart­ 
ment, through whose hands all telegrams 
at that time went. As a consequence, 
Andrew Johnson received the nomina­ 
tion winch General Rosocrans would un­ 
questionably have secured, aud tho fol­ 
lowing event of Lincoln’s death would 
have placed him iii tho presidential 
chair, which subsequently was filled by 
Johnson.

Tho population of the United States 
was increased about one per cent. last 
year by immigration from abroad. Sta­ 
tistics are not at hand for other ports 
than New York, but the total number 
of arrivals was probably something over 
half a million. 
About 440,000 immi­ 
grants arrived at this port, or nearly 
nine-tenths of the whole number. The 
general character of the arrivals is said 
to be Letter than the avenge of previ­ 
ous years. < in the whole there is no 
doubt that the addition ta our popula­ 
tion is of real value.

mon* than one-third of the immigrants 
landing at Castle Garden were Germans, 
a very large proportion of whom were 
industrious and frugal agricultural la­ 
borers, seeking homes in tho West.

readily and rapidly assimilated. 
The 
Irish come next in order of mini bet*, but 
were only about one-third as numerous 
as the Germans. They furnish a valua­ 
ble working force, though they arc rath­ 
er addicted to congregating in the cit­ 
ies. The English come next to the Irish 
in numbers, and, notwithstanding their 
attachment to inherited ideas, they al­ 
most invariably bjeonn? giKid citizens of 
our free ltepublic. Those who come 
over for the purpose of establishing 
themselves in colonics arc, indeed, of h 
rather superior class, and the fact that 
they are of the same blood with the 
founders of the first colonies on thc-c 
shores gives promise of a ready assim­ 
ilation with the descendants of their own 
Ancestors. 
Sweden has contributed 
more than 35,000 to the arrivals, and 
Norway has added ab*nit I I,(IIM. 
They 
are for the most part an industrious mid 
peaceable people, and much the same 
may be said of the Scotch and Welsh. 
The most undesirable of our immigrants 
in recent years have come from the 
South of Europe, and of these the Ital­ 
ians are most numerous, nearly 14,OOO 
of whom arrived at Castle Garden dur­ 
ing the year past. They are very apt 
to herd together in the large cities and 
recruit the lowest ranks of the laboring 
population. 
This is due in some meas­ 
ure to the fact that tho emigration of 
criminals and paujters and worthless 
people generally from Italy has been 
rather encouraged of late. 
The hordes 
of Asia poured in upon our Eastern 
shores to the number of something less 
than 400, all told, but San Francisco 
and tho Pacific coast are yet to lie heard 
from* 
Not only has the addition to our pop­ 
ulation from abroad been valuable in 
itself, but with it has c >tne a moderate 
accession of accumulated capital. The 
amount of this can not be ascertained, 
as the immigrants are under no obliga­ 
tion to tell How much money they have, 
and most of them make their exchanges 
on the other side before embarking. 
It 
is estimated th it they paid $5,000,000 
last year for railroad transportation after 
leaving Castle Garden, and the Superin­ 
tendent believes that tho total amount 
of cash brought with them was not less 
than $11,OOO,(XX). 
This is probably a 
very low estimate. The destination id 
the immigrant is no less interesting than 
their origin. They still Hock in large 
numbers to the Northwest, where many 


About two months ago there was a 
paragraph going the rounds of the pa­ 
pers to the effect that a historic monu­ 
ment of a “ prehistoric race” had been 
discovered in the township of Saranac, 
on the eastern border of the Adirondack 
Wilderness.

We wrote 
to Mr. (iott, from whom we received a 
handsome photograph of the stone, cab 
iuet size, accompanied with tho certif! 
cate of its pedigree by its original dis­ 
cover and a letter from Mr. (J >tt in 
I forming us how his attention happened 
I to be called to it. 
He says: “ I was in 
Dannemora about the last week in Sep 
tcmber, and while strolling along tin* 
street my attention was attracted to hi- 
pcculi&r stone, which was at the time 
resting against one of the pillars, or 
posts, of the piazza of the house where 
the man lived who found it twenty-eight 
years ago. 
I looked it over carefully, 
and then s jught out the man. who wa- 
husking corn in his barn. 
Ile told m * 
he had been offered various sums of 
money for tho stone, but had always re­ 
fused to seM it. 
I finally took out a cer­ 
tain sum, and told himtotako his choice 
—the money or the stone. After a little 
hesitation he accepted my offer, and I 
took the stone. I inclose a photograph 
of it, .showing the inscription, or letter­ 
ing, undoubtedly done by some extinct 
race that were able to read and writ** 
characters which we can not decipher 
at present.” The following is the cer­ 
tificate of tho discoverer, a veteran of 
sixty-four years, with w hom we are well 
acquainted, and one of those honest- 
hearted, truthful old woodsmen

There La certainly nothing alarming 
even to the most timid in the great How 
of population from abroad which lins 
been going on during the last two years. 
Though unprecedented in absvdute vol­ 
ume it begrs a constantly decreasing 
proportion to the entire population. Ac­ 
cording to the census of 1830 we had 
then 6,679,943 foreigners in a popula­ 
tion of 60,155,783, or less than one- 
twelfth of the whole. 
The increase of 
population for the preceding decade was 
about thirty per cent., or an average of 
three per cent, a year, and even in I ss I 
the accession from abroad was only 
about one per cent. 
Considering this 
fact and tho rapid transformation which 
is constantly going on, as well as the 
general good quality of nine-tenths of 
the immigration, there is certainly a very 
large percenage of grain for us as a Na­ 
tion in the inorement to our population 
that oomes from over the soas.—^V. F.
